^fter reaching any given age. 


For instance, a child born in the 


United States in 1835 might reasonably 
have expected to live to be 35 years 
of age, while a child born in 1935 may 
expect to live to be about 60 years 
of'age. 


After reaching 50 years-of age, the 


average normal human being may 
reasonably, expect to live to be 70.5 
years of age. Not many people live 
to be 100 years old. It has been found 
that out of 3,000,000 people, only 30 
live to be 100 years of age. 


But the case of the quins is entirely 


different. 
In the first place there 


has never before been an authenticat- 
ed case in which quintuplets all lived 
to-celebrate their first birthday. The 
Dionne quintuplets are the first on 
record. 
Statisticians for a large insurance 


company have figured that, by living 
to be one year old, this group of five 
baby girls has successfully overcome 
the "risks that are equivalent to those 
incurred by one woman living to be 
51 years of age. 
The chance of one girl baby of be- 


ing one year old is a little more than 
95 per cent. The chance of five girl 
babies living *o be one year old is 
only 78 per cent. 


Of course, the Dionne quintuplets 


were born prematurely and, because 
of their number, were all greatly 
underweight.

Twenty miles away I went over rl'o- 


juct 83. Here wa.s better land, less 
poverty and hopelessness. In the nar- 
luw valleys of the 80.000-acrc project 
there were some 6000 acres: of fertile 
bottom land. Here the government 
would make a great lake for both 
drainage and recreational purposes. 


But there still was some question 


as to whether the people who had liv- 
ed here all their lives would agree 
voluntarily to scaling out. Certainly 
those families on the rich bottom lands, ! 
would hold back. 


On some of the uplands there were 


apple orchards. Here tiny flower gar- 
dens brightened the drub homes Peo- 
ple were poor, but there was none of 


j the starvation and misery of the wood- 
ed areas. 


At the side of the road a man and 


a woman were seated on the running 
board of u battered old car. Inside 
two pale-faced children. We drew up 
alongside.
